INTERNATIONAL ATHLETICS 



Ou a continent like North America, where there are 
two nations represented, both speaking the same lang- 
uage and coining from the same parent stock, it is only 
natural that the people of the two countries should have 
com mou interests along many lines. Canadian citizens 
cannot help being influenced to some extent by the Unit- 
ed States and we naturally tend to adopt many Amer- 
ican customs, and to ulili/.e for our own benefit the de- 
stiuctive features of many of their institutions. 

The same thing holds good iu regard to our owu in- 
stitutions. Americans are following with keen interest 
the Canadian methods of approaching many of the diffi- 
cult questions of the moment common to both countries 
and are drawing therefrom useful ideas for application 
on the other side of the border. Careful study has re- 
cently been made of many things Canadian by Americau 
political writers aud students of industrial conditions. 
To bear out this statement we only need to mention the 
llailway Commission, the Province of Ontario's system 
of arranging for the publication of school books and 
our national banking system. 

A more thorough understanding of the aims aud am- 
bitions of our neighbours along lines both humanitarian 
and practical is naturally engendered by this state of 
things. A broader mutual sympathy between ourselves 
aud our brother auglo-saxon in the great republic to 
the south of us is naturally much to be desired and 
anything which teuds towards this end is surely praise- 
worthy. 

One of the great influences working towards this re- 
sult is exerted by the Universities of the two countries. 
Many Cauadaaus hold professorships in the greater Am- 
erican Universities and the same thing holds good of 
chairs iu our own Canadian Colleges. This naturally 
tends to heighten the friendly feeling which exists be- 
tween the various institutions of learning in both coun- 
tries. 

Of late years another influence scarcely less potent 
for bringing the Americau and Canadian institutions of 
learning into closer touch with one another has arisen 
through the medium of contests along the lines of ath- 
letic endeavour. Teams from the Canadian Colleges have 
paid frequent visits to the United States and Interna- 
tional matches are becoming more and more numerous 
every year. It is to he regretted that, owing to vari- 
ous difficulties which stand in the way, scarcely any re- 
presentative teams from the American Colleges have 
paid Canada a visit. In view of this fact the exhibition 
game played last fall between Toronto Old Boys and the 
Carlisle Indians was a noteworthy event. 

This year already the basketball team have played 
several games across the border aud now the hockey 
team are contemplating an extensive trip during the 
holidays. It is to be hoped that they will succeed in 
arrangiug friendly games with as many of our sister 
universities as possible as contests of this nature are in 
every way desirable. They promote good feeling and a 
friendly rivalry between the different undergraduate 
bodies aud ourselves and they serve to advertise the en- 
terprise and orogressiveness of Canadians in an alto- 
gether desirable manner.
